Tom Harshall en Papal Supremacy.

How to Com Stammekim;. — Lute A Taylor, 
editor of , the Lacrosse (Wis.) Leader, who 
has beeu an inveterate stammerer, writes as 
loHowS about the way to cure the habit: "No 
summering person ever found any difficulty in 
Singing; The reason of this is, Ihat by observ- 
ing the measure of the music — by keeping 
time — the organs of speech are kept in such 
position that enunciation is easy. Apply the 
same rule to reading or speech, and the same 
result will follow. Let the stammerer take a 
sentence, say this one — 'Leander swam the 
Hellespont' — and pronounce it by syllables, 
scan it, keeping time with bis finger if neces- 
sary, letting each syllable occupy the same time, 

thus : Le — an — der — swam — the — llel — les 

pout, and he w ill not stammer. Let him pro- 
nounce slowly at li-st, then faster, but still 
keeping the time ; keeping time with words in- 
stead of syllables, and he will be surprised to 
lind that, by very little practice, he will read 
without stammering, and nearly as rapidly as 
persons ordinarily talk or read. Then prac- 
tice this in reading and conversation Until the 
habit is broken up. Perseverance and attention 
is all that is necessary to perform a perfect 
cure. "

A New Use for Sunflowers. 

Dr. Pralt, says the Pall Mall Gazette, was 
one of a committee appointed in February to 
consider the best means of disposing of the 
half-buried or unburicd corpses around Paris 
after its capitulation. His report on the sub- 
ject is very lively. These corpses, it appears, 
came between the wind and the Prussian no. 
billiy, and unpleasantly tainted the air. M. 
de Bismarck was the more pressing lo get rid 
of the nuisance; because the Parisian journalists 
were referring lo it with some satisfaction, 
and promising the German troops a pestilence 
which should destroy them under the very 
walls of Paris. A commission of means was 
named, and, for want of any other conveyance, 
they were provided with municipal mourning 
coaches with the drivers in three-cornered hats 
and full uniform. They started for Villiers 
and Cbampigny, and made a report. The ulti- 
mate recommendation was, that the bodies 

should not be exhumed, but that the trenches 
containing them should be covered with a 
layer of soil not more than two leet deep, and 
that they should lie sown with the seeds ol 
rapidly-growing plants — mustnid plant, sun- 
flower, or quickly-growing grasses, which could 
be used as green food for cattle. 

They particularly recommended the sun- 
flower ns a "precious plant," for the purpose, 
as having a great power of absorbing the nitro- 
genous matters in which I lie soil would be so 
rich, as yielding an excellent oil from Us seed, 
good forage from its leaves, and having a com- 
bttStible SMlk which can be used in the do- 
mestic fireplace.

The singularlv beautiful eye of 
ihe toad is as quick as it is bright, and if 
within the range of its vision an insect OTA grab 
should happen to move, tbe toad is sure to see 
it, and nearly certain lo Caleb it. First, Ihe 
load hulds its head as high as possible, so as to 
make sure of its prey, ami then crawls slowly 
toward it. preferring toget under it if possible. 
When it is nearly within reach it g;izes in- 
tently at Ihe insect, its month being gradually 
brought nearer and nearer. Something, pink 
• hen flashes from its mouth, nod the insect 
vanishes as if by magic. 

The pink Hash is the tongue of the load, 
which is formed in a rather curious way. The 
base of the lougue is fixed close lo the Ironl of 
ihe lower jaw, and is long and tapering, the 
lip pointing down t lie throat when it it at 
retl. When, however, it is used for catching 
prey, it is thrown out with a soil of "flick,'' 
and tne lip, which is covered with a glutinous 
accretion, adheres to the insect, and conveys it 
down Ihe loud a throat before the prey has had 
lime lo make an effort lor escape. When Ihe 
toad swallows its prey, it dies it wilh a 
mighty effort, during which ihe eyes almost 
disappear, tbe size ol tbeinsect having little to 
do with the vehemence of Ihe demonstration 
Sometimes, when a large beetle is swallowed, 
it does struggle, but too late, and fur some time 
its struggles may be seen through the linn and 
ribless sides of its captor, the toad silting the 
while iu perfect composure, not iu the least 
affected by the scratching! and kicking! that 
are going on in its interior. 

Indeed, Ihe llomacb of the toad seems as 
devoid of feeling as if it were of iron. Mure- 
oeer, the foul nil only rares nothing for I lie 
scratchings and kickings of a laree beetle, but 
is equally indifferent to the sMngs of wasps, 
bees, and insects similarly armed with venom- 
ous weapons, an 1 will eat Ibem wilt) marvel- 
lous appetite, a? if the sting acted as a sort of 
gentle aid to digestion, like cayenne pepper 
with cucumber. — Outet » M njazint.

A corresponded of the Southern Cn1tivt*or, 
in communicating the following exper inienis, 
remarks that Ihe best time lo cut timber is 
when in full leaf — luly and August — and that 
the knowledge wjuld have been worth thou- 
sands of dollars lo him had be possessed it 
years ago : 

Lot No. 1 was cut cut in July, 1*60 — bouse 
logs to put up cabin; red oak. They were 
put up but not covered ; been exposed ihe 
whole time , still sound. 

No. 2 was square timber for gin houses, of 
red oak, post oak, and over cup, was gotten out 
in December, 18(10; piled and covered wilh 
plank till 1863; exposed - since that time; 
sound on the outside about two inches; per- 
fectly rotten in the heart : red oak worst 
rolled. 

No. 3 was of Ihe same kind of timber; 
subject lo more exposure; gotten out in June, 
186 1 ; much sounder than No. 'l\ grecu timber 
in July, 1861; subject to the same exposure as 
No. 1. still quite sound.

To Train a Horse to Stand. — Take your 
horse on the barn floor and throw a strap over 
bis back and fasten it to his right fore foot, 
lead him along and siy " whoa," at the same 
time pull down the strap, which throwsbim on 
three feet and makes him stop suddenly.

Then 
put hint in harness with the foot strap, as di- 
rected to do under the head of "training to 
harness," and drive him up to the door. The 
moment he undertakes to move, take his foot 
and say whoa. Oet in your carriage and get 
out again; rattle the thills, make all the noise 
getting in and out you can; give him to under- 
stand by snatching his foot each time be moves 
that he must stand until you tell him to go: 
and after a few times you can put tbe whole 
family in the carriage and he won't stir out of 
bis tracks. — American Stock Journal. 

How a Horse Steps. — Boys that ride horses 
to plow are advised by the Maine Farmer to 
remember that a horse does nearly all Ihe step- 
lung, when he turns, with the fore feet. He 
makes use of the hind feet chiefly as a pivot. 
Now, just lake care of his fore feet and keep 
them away from the hills, and pay no atten. 
lion lo bis hind feel, and yot will succeed 
nicely.
